Chesapeake and Delaware Canal 

The improvements in the means of convey- 
ance have, in « great measure, obviated the fa- 
tigue of travelling, and rendered it a most agree- 
able recreation. When the weather is favora- 
ble, a visit to the Chesapeake and Delaware 
canal is one of the most delightful plans for 
spending « day thet can be devised. We leave 
Philadelphia at about 7 o'clock in the morning, 
and airive at Summit Bridge genetally a little 
after 12. Returning,—after remaining a few 
minutes to view the place,—we are landed in 
Philadelphia again im the afternoon, usually at 
Sor Go'clock. On this passage, the traveller 
will see many places remarkable for their histo- 
rieal and romantic interest; the Red Banks, ce. 
lebrated for the slaughter of the Hessians,— 
Fort Mifflin, the towns of Wilmington, New- 
castle, St. George's, and Jersey-city. At the 
latter place, we leave the steam boat, and walk- 
ing about fifty yards, enter the canal barges — 
These are elagantly fitted up, and are drawn 
with sufficient velocity by four, five, or six 
horace moving at a brisk trot. Riding in the 
barges, you enjoy all the pleasures and comforts 
of a ride in @ stage coach, without suffering ite 
inconvenience of crowding, jotting, &e. Gliding 
over the smooth serface, at the rate of six or 
seven mileq an hour, you have many woodland 
and other rural prospects,—vcottages, and dwell- 
ings of more imposing aspect. But the Summit 
Bridge iteelf is;well worthy of all the trouble, 
(if trouble there is,) ia the whole journey. This 
bridge is over that part of the camal called the 
** deep cut,”’ und is, perhaps, seventy or eighty 
feet im height, the vessela passing under it, 
masts and all, withaut difficulty. The steam 
boats on thie reute are, for speed and elegance, 
infevior to none ia this part of the epintry, and 
as the whole passage to Baltimore is made in 
the day time, the traveller derives more amuse- 
ment from it, and at the same time feels more 
comfort and security.
